Three  recent  gifts  have  made  possible  splendid  prog- 
ress: payment  of  the  matching  grant  of  Mr.  Buford 
Scott;  a  pledge  of  $50,000  from  the  Watson  Foundation 
made  certain  when  Mr.  Scott's  grant  ivas  earned;  a 
major  gift  from  an  anonymous  donor. 

The  preliminary  drawings  and  floor  plans  of  the  science 
building  shown  on  this  and  the  following  page  have 
been  submitted  to  the  College  by  the  architects  for  the 
building,  Clark,  Nexsen  and  Owen. 

Although  these  are  very  tentative  plans,  they  are  pre- 
sented at  this  time  because  they  show  that  with  one 
final  effort  in  fund-raising,  a  new  science  building  can 
be  constructed  on  the  Sweet  Briar  campus. 
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A  Science  Building 

Needed  at  Once . . . 

Young  minds  and  knowledge  are  the  raw  materials 
of  education.  Although  the  minds  of  the  young  are 
much  the  same  today  as  they  were  generations  ago  the 
body  of  knowledge  has  grown  enormously. 

The  most  startling  developments  have  occurred  in 
the  fields  of  scientific  knowledge.  If  education  is  to  be 
effective,  facilities  for  science  instruction  and  the  skills 
of  those  who  teach  must  also  change. 

Sweet  Briar  is  fortunate  in  the  quality  of  the  minds

of  her  students  and  in  the  advanced  knowledge  and 
skills  of  the  science  faculty;  both  are  adequate  by  the 
highest  standards.  That  this  is  true  is  illustrated  by  the 
high  percentage  of  science  majors  in  recent  graduating 
classes  who  find  responsible  positions  in  teaching,  re- 
search projects,  business  and  industry,  or  who  enter 
graduate  work. 

Since  1952-53,  enrollment  in  advanced  science  courses 
has  grown  from  84  to  198,  an  increase  of  135%.  In  the 
same  ten-year  period,  the  enrollment  of  the  College  has 
increased  only  42%.  Student  interest  in  work  beyond 
elementary  courses  is  clearly  defined. 

The  greatest  needs  at  Sweet  Briar  in  science  are  for 
better  facilities  for  instruction  and  for  undergraduate 
and  faculty  research  projects.  The  present  laboratories, 
in  a  building  constructed  in  1906,  have  been  revamped, 
expanded,  and  renovated  to  their  fullest  extent  but  they 
can  no  longer  meet  the  demands  for  classroom  teaching 
and  laboratory  space.  A  new  building,  constructed  to 
fill  the  requirements  of  the  present  and  future,  must 
be  built. 

Now  is  the  time  for  a  concerted  effort  to  finish  the 
science  building  fund  while  final  plans  are  being  drawn. 
With  only  $174,000  yet  to  be  raised,  a  goal  of  many 
years'  standing  is  within  reach.  A  pledge  to  be  paid  in 
one,  two,  or  three  years  is  as  useful  to  the  college  as  an 
outright  gift. 

You  are  asked  to  join  the  many  supporters  of  Sweet 
Briar's  science  building  fund  who  have  given  not  once, 
but  again  and  again.  With  your  help,  the  new  science 
building  will  soon  be  under  construction. 


A  Recommended 
Master  Plan... 


Taylor,  Lieberfeld  and  Heldman,  Inc. — Consultants 


Preparations  for  the  construction  of  a  new  Memorial  Chapel 
will  soon  alter  the  appearance  of  the  East  Dell  of  the  Sweet 
Briar  campus,  unchanged  since  the  beginning  of  the  College. 
The  consultant's  recommendation  for  the  location  of  the  chapel 
at  the  head  of  the  East  Dell  was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Overseers  at  their  April,  1963  meeting.  Since  then,  final  planning 
for  the  structure  has  been  progressing.  The  alumnae,  students 
and  their  parents,  faculty  and  staff  of  Sweet  Briar  will  soon 
share  in  the  many  benefits  brought  by  a  permanent  house  of 
worship.

The  Sweet  Briar  Board  of  Overseers  received 
in  May  1963  a  master  plan  for  the  future  of  the 
College  from  the  consulting  firm  of  Taylor, 
Lieberfeld  and  Heldman.  Their  recommenda- 
tions are  seen  in  the  model  and  campus  plan 
shown  on  these  pages. 

The  pattern  of  Sweet  Briar's  future  will  be 
given  continuous  study  and  review  by  College 
officials.  Decisions  on  the  need  for  buildings 
and  their  location  will  be  influenced  by  careful 
analysis  of  space  requirements.  With  an  eye  to 
the  future,  buildings  considered  necessary  if 
enrollment  should  be  increased  are  shown  on 
the  plan. 

The  consultants  recommend  that  with  an  en- 
rollment of  650,  a  chapel,  a  science  building 
and  additions  to  the  library  and  gymnasium  be 
built.  They  further  recommend  a  perimeter 
road  as  shown  on  the  adjoining  map. 

Projecting  an  enrollment  of  850,  the  consul- 
tants recommend  in  addition  to  the  above  two 
new  dormitories,  a  separate  administration 
building  and  a  new  post  office.
